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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the said 
amendments to instant claims 13-14, 19 and 20 are sufficient to overcome the prior art 
teachings of Allen, which fails to teach and/or suggest a compound wherein at least one of Rl 
and R2 is a Cl-20 cyclic alkyl group or wherein Rl and R2 can combine to form an aliphatic 
hydrocarbon ring.
